Orchids and many other plants from the "Big Cypress" region of the "Deep" Everglades 
usually have a sray or whitish growth on them which is merely tropical lichens and 
absolutely harmless, 


Please read this bulletin carefully - many people don't and it causes extra corres= 
pondence, ©, O, D, costs you more, 


The culture of these plants is simple and of necessity our instructions are simple 
and to the point. In shipping plants everywhere we cannot state anything but a 
general and accepted practice, Though orchids and Bromeliads are tough plants 

and take much punishment they react differently in different places, You must find 
the prover location on your premises, then hands off,

ORCHIDS TERRESTRIAL 


Terrestrial orchids grow in soil especially leaf mold and compost, The vanillas 
should be rooted or grown loosely packed, Use any or all of the following - best 

to mix two or three items, your choice - spaghnum, excelsior, dead leaves, leaf 

mold, compost, osmunda screenings, etc, Many te restrial orchids grow as far 

north as Canada and Greenland but usually in damp places but hard to transplant. Our 
other te~restrials should be grown in compost and started in shade but as bloom 

spike appears gradually move to sun or very strong light, 


Vanilla planifolia (fragrans) .

Vanilla articulata (barbellata) - Leafless vine orchid, flowers white, purple and 
yellow, fragrant - cuttings ~ at least 3 eyes $1,00, 

Vanilla grandiflora, best of all-rooted cuttings $1.50. 

Bletia tuberosa - Lovely, palm leaf orchid with multiplying bulbs and loose panicles 
of many lavender bi»ssons on tall stems, Af ter bloom rest bulbs. Bulbs .25¢

ORCHIDS » EPIPHYTIC 


Epiphytic plants grow on trees, logs and rocks with aerial or exposed roots, If 
bought growing on wood or tussock they are much easier to handle, If bare root 

pot in rotten wood, fern root or other loose material, with charcoal and broken 
poctery in the bottom of the pot. Quick drainage is necessary, Use neavy material 
for heavy rooted plants and fing material for fine rooted plants, Water by fins 
spray awl keep ple ss in humid atmosphere, Some of these plants like more light 
then others but the light or sun in your locality is the determining factor. 


There are two recent books en orchids that are really good, We rarely recommend 
a svrictly orchid book, These however, are different and to the point, The 
lovely pictures in these books may excite you but take it easy. Read them and 
be prepared, "ABC of Orchid Growing" by Dr, Watkins $3,00 and "Orchids Are Easy 
To Grow" by Logan and Casper, a really complete and colorfully illustrated book 
for non commercial growers, 6,00, 


These inexpensive native plants grow just like the faney, large flowered type and 
so they are best for beginners, After learning there is little gamble in buying 
the more expensive type. Our plants are also interesting to collectors and dealers, 
People are really going for orehids, Many orchids do not look good when out of 
season or dormant, but that is the best time for shipping, Don't throw away a 

dead looking plant if the roots are alive, 


Cyrtopodium punctatum (A curved foot that punctures), Bull's horn or cigar orchid, 

A mammoth of the orchid family, most robust and easy to grow orchid native to the 
United States - South Florida only, A real spray orchid with long spreading panicles 
of yellow, black and brown spotted blossoms, very showy even when not in bloom with 
large bulbs and palm like leaves, January to April,

plant, The best for beginners and it wins the admiration of all orchidists, Takes: 
punishment, may bloom anytime, will stand cold and some freezing, Small fragrant, 
yellowish green flowers with white and purple lips, Many blossoms in loose sprays 
which are good as cut flowers or corsages, Do not remove old bulbs until plant 

is established,

BROMELIADS 


Among the most attractive of house plants especially if taken on wood. May bloom 
at any time and easier to grow than orchids, If the old plant dies leave as is 

for awhile, They sucker at the base, Most attractive plants for porch and outdoors 
in summer, For something different go in for these plants along with orchids, A11 
Bromeliads are easy to grow from suckers or seed, The small plants on twigs are 
dandy for dish gardens and terrariums. 


Bromeliads belong to the pineapple family and most are epiphytes growing like and 
along with orchids, Our Tillandsias with lovely blooms are a branch of the 
Bromeliads, They should be grown much the same as orchids, If bare root pot in 
loose material such as dead leaves or rotten wood mixed with sand, Water sparingly 
but keep in humid atmosphere with water always in leaf cuns.

OTHER 


One of the most beautiful and exotic sights to a plant lover is her or his first 
entrance into a "cypress dome" or swamp of the deep Everglades, At first sparse, 
the growth gradually becomes more dense, then suddenly one steps into a low area 
(which in wet times would reouire a boat or deep wading). The limbs of the trees: 
are covered with plant life, the abundance of each item depending upon the 
particular swamp. There will be orchids in variety, some rare and hard to spot, 
air plants or bromeliads, ferns, moss and lichens, If you have been very quiet 
you will see much bird and animal life. Yes, alligators. If noisy all fade from 
sight and leave you alone in a beautiful but silent cathedral. 


The most attractive item one could have in greenhouse or solarium would be a limb 
from one of these trees, cut with all its plant life thriving, You may have 
speciments 2 to 4 inches in diameter at £2.50 per foot up to 10 feet. Special 
instructions with order.

The giant cypress trees grow in and about swamps. Since their roots are usually 
covered with water they send up "breathers" or "knees", There are no two knees 
alike and they take every shape imaginable. The solid type can be made into pots,
